Proposed 
act takes 
aim at 
schoolyard 
bullies 

The Alberta government 
re-introduced its 
Education Act Tuesday, 
promising a systematic 
provincewide effort to go 
after and punish 
schoolyard bullies. 

“I want to make sure 
that in the province of Al¬ 
berta we have a uniform 
code of conduct clearly 
spelling out what is and 
what isn’t allowable in 
schools relative to 
students’ behaviour,” said 
Lukaszuk after 
introducing Bill 2 in the 
legislature. 

“That will include ver¬ 
bal abuse, physical abuse, 
homophobic abuse, cyber¬ 
space abuse and the list 
goes on and on.” 

Lukaszuk said school 
boards will submit to his 
department their plans on 
handling bullying. They 
will then be compared to 
an over-arching definition 
of bullying to make sure 
there is a one standard of 
what will and won’t be ac¬ 
cepted. 

“The fact is we need to 
standardize this, particu¬ 
larly as kids move from 
school and class to class, 
that this same level of ex¬ 
pectation will be placed on 
them,” he said. 

The act allows school 
officials to suspend 
students for up to five 
days and, if they feel the 
behaviour is so injurious 
or the student so unrepen¬ 
tant, they can ask the local 
board to expel the child 
for longer periods as

The tabling of federal leg¬ 
islation that would give 
police and spies easier ac¬ 
cess to information about 
Internet users reignited a 
pitched debate Tuesday 
about whether the meas¬ 
ures are unduly invasive. 

Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson said the legisla¬ 
tion was simply an at¬ 
tempt to bring the law 
into the 21st century, re¬ 
jecting NDP warnings the 
bill threatens to turn 
Canada into a surveillance 
society.

While her fa¬ 
ther was baffled by her ambition and 
bound by the marriage deal he’d 
made, Teriano eonvineed him to 
break it, and to let her go. 

She eame to Canada four years ago 
and plans to stay to finish a Masters 
degree. And her dreams keep growing 
along with her horizons. 

For example, she wants to help 
women in her village start business 
eooperatives so that they ean support 
themselves and their families. She’d 
like to set up a eommunity fund to en¬ 
able other youth in her village - par- 
tieularly girls - to go to high sehool 
and eollege. She wants to find out 
how the Maasai, who raise livestoek, 
ean beeome more elfieient farmers. 


“I thought, maybe I eould talk to 
farmers in Canada and ask, ‘How do 
you do it?’ Information like that eould 
transform our eommunity.” 

A year and a half ago, Teriano vis¬ 
ited her village in Kenya. Four hun¬ 
dred people eame to a eelebration to 
honour her. She was amazed. “There 
were speeehes. People blessed me, 
and said they admired me. Young 
people said, ‘We ean do it beeause 
you did it’ 

“There had been some families in 
my village who said, ‘I will never 
take my girls to sehool, only my 
boys.’ That day, I saw their girls in 
sehool and thought, ‘Yes!’” 

The experienee made her think: 
“Sometimes you don’t know the 
impaet you are making, just by doing 
things. Sometimes aetions really 
speak.” How hue.

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Greece delays on demands, 
postponing bailout meeting 


O EU countries, analysts skeptical 
indebted country will pull through

Two steps forward, one 
step back. So goes the fren¬ 
zied effort across Europe to 
bail out Greece and save it 
from a potentially devastat¬ 
ing default on its debts. 

A meeting of the finance 
chiefs of the 17 euro coun¬ 
tries to discuss Greece’s 
second bailout planned for 
Wednesday was called off 
Tuesday evening after 
Athens failed to deliver in 
time on several demands 
made by its partners in the 
currency union. 

The last-minute cancel¬ 
lation shows the eurozone 
wants much tougher guar¬ 


antees now from Athens 
before giving it an extra 
130 billion euros in rescue 
loans, on top of 110 billion 
euros granted in 2010, rais¬ 
ing fears that the deal 
could fall apart. 

The meeting was expect¬ 
ed to give the green light 
for a bond-swap deal with 
private creditors designed 
to slice some 100 billion 
euros off Greece’s debt. 
The deal must be finalized 
by March 20, when Greece 
faces a bond redemption of 
14.5 billion euros. 

While the Parliament 
faced down violent 


protests on the weekend to 
approve a new austerity 
package, the cabinet spent 
hours Tuesday discussing 
how to save an extra 325 
million euros demanded 
by the eurozone. Much of 
the past two years has 


been spent working to 
avoid a default in Greece, 
but the measures around a 
second bailout have made 
it difficult it to see how the 
country can restore 
growth.

Leaders of the two sides 
pledged to boost trade and 
to start negotiations on an 
investment treaty. But at a 
news conference, EU offi¬ 
cials and Chinese Premier 


Wen Jiabao expressed dif¬ 
ferences on issues from 
trade to human rights. 

Europe is China’s biggest 
trading partner but Euro¬ 
pean companies and busi¬ 
ness groups complain 
Beijing is tiying to limit ac¬ 
cess to promising industries 
in violation of its free-trade 
pledges. 

The summit came after 
rating agency Moody’s on 
Monday downgraded its 
credit ratings on Italy, Por- 
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in efforts 
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tugal and Spain. France, 
Britain and Austria kept 
their top ratings but their 
outlooks dropped to “nega¬ 
tive” from “stable.”

A wedding reception is meant to be a moment of cele¬ 
bration between loved ones. It’s not an opportunity to 
hog the spotlight in front of a captive audience. 

If your DJ is energetic, knows his music and observes 
the crowd, he’ll have her aunt M 5 n:na from Flin Flon do¬ 
ing the Cha Cha Slide with his uncle Surjeet from Bom¬ 
bay before the night is done. 

Can your cake do that? 

No one wants to hear lengthy speeches about your 
days at summer camp, or watch a 15-minute slide show 
of your relationship set to the music of Celine Dion. 

They want to party, and if you don’t think there’s a 
difference between a good DJ and a guy who’s there be¬ 
cause he knows how to press “play,” then you might as 
well stock the bar with Shirley Temples and virgin 
daiquiris. 

Magazines and wedding planners will tell you that 
food and decor (and wedding planners) are the most im¬ 
portant elements of your affair, but then so will the guy 
that carves the finiit into animal shapes. 

Some of the best weddings I’ve ever attended involved 
tight-knit groups of friends celebrating memories togeth¬ 
er, dancing to ’90s music without so much as a glance at 
the ice sculptures or gold-painted human statues.

If they win, 
they’ll be superstars and 
the keepers of the magic 
pick made of Satan’s tooth. 
Lose and Kyle gets a new 
roommate — the prince of 
darkness. 

The Devil in Prince of 
Darkness takes a slightly 
different form than Pick of 


Destiny’s traditional ruby¬ 
skinned imp. In this John 
Carpenter chiller the Devil 
is an alien life form trapped 
in an alternate world. 
Meanwhile, his son lives on 
our planet, boiled down in¬ 
to a vat of sinister-looking 
green liquid. 

E-critic.com hated the 
movie, suggesting the ad¬ 
vertising tagline for the 
movie should be: It’s NEW 
and IMPROVED LIQUID SA¬ 
TAN!!!, but it has some 
good thrills, a moody S 5 m- 
thesize score, a cameo by 
Alice Cooper and a great 
performance by Donald 
Pleasance as a priest who 
does battle with the Devil. 


One critic called The 
Prophecy “Paradise Lost 
reimagined as a droll B hor¬ 
ror picture.” 

Christopher Walken 
plays an angel tiying to 
wage war against God. You 
might imagine that would 
put him in league with the 
Devil, but you’d be wrong. 
“Your war is arrogance,” 
says Mephistopheles, who 
looks a lot like Viggo 
Mortensen, “That makes it 
evil. That’s mine.” 

The movie spawned four 
sequels, but the original re¬ 
mains the best, if only to 
watch Mortensen deliver 
lines like, “While heaven 
may be closed I am always 


open, even on Christmas.” 

And speaking of Christ¬ 
mas, one of the strangest 
cinematic demonic battles 
happens in the Mexican 
fantasy film Santa Claus. 
Described as “Ho Ho Horri¬ 
ble!” by one critic, it’s cut- 
rate and cheesy but has a 
certain kitschy charm. 

Sometimes referred to 
as Santa Claus Conquers 
the Devil, this weird movie 
sees St Nick shoot the Devil 
with toy arrows. Though 
marketed to kids, the Mys- 
teiy Science Theater 3000 
folks summed it up best 
when they said the movie 
is “good old-fashioned 
nightmare fuel.”

Get a taste for Halifax 


O Nova Scotia’s capital is known for fishing, the Bluenose and Alexander Keith’s brewery 
O But the city is also carving a name for itself as a destination for foodies 


With the Atlantic ocean lap¬ 
ping at its front door, it’s no 
secret a trip to Halifax pairs 
nicely with a side of fish 
and chips. But adventurous 
gourmets may be surprised 
to learn the seaside capital 
also offers up a smorgas¬ 
bord of dining options that 
local foodies say rivals big 
city competitors. 

“When you think of Hali¬ 
fax, seafood — no question 
— comes to mind as a lead¬ 
ing commodity,” says Patri¬ 
cia Lyall, executive director 
of Destination Halifax, the 
city’s tourism marketing or¬ 
ganization. 

But with some 500 
bistros, pubs, fine dining 
rooms, supper clubs, diners 
and international eateries 
in the sprawling municipal¬ 
ity, Lyall says there are plen¬ 
ty of opportunities to push 
the boundaries of your 
palate. “You can veiy easily 
plan to dine out seven days 
a week and not replicate 
the experience.” 

That doesn’t get much 
easier than in Februaiy 
when the Restaurant Asso¬ 
ciation of Nova Scotia hosts 
the annual Savour Food and 
Wine Festival. 

The event was launched 
nine years ago to promote 
the province’s restaurant 
industry during what’s 
widely considered a slow 
season in the business. 

The month-long pageant 
of dinner, drinks and 
desserts includes four 
events: a chocolate, wine 
and cheese showcase (it was 
held at the beginning of the 
month); a rare and fine

wine tasting (Feb. 17, sold 
out); and Dine Around, an 
offering of three-course, 
prix-fixe menus at partici¬ 
pating restaurants (all 
month). The highlight of 
the festival is the Savour 
Food and Wine Show on 
Feb. 23 — a one-night-only 
epicurean extravaganza 
hosted by some of Nova 
Scotia’s most inspired 
chefs. Tickets for the popu¬ 
lar event are typically sold 
out a week in advance. 

“1 think Nova Scotians 
have been educated; there’s 
a lot more travel and peo¬ 
ple want to have a better 
quality product,” says Joe 
McGuinness, festival chair¬ 
man and co-owner of Durty

Nelly’s, an Irish pub located 
on Argyle Street. “We’re 
now a cosmopolitan city of¬ 
fering a wide variety of lo¬ 
cal and ethnic cuisine.” 

But while variety may be 
the spice of life, local 
restaurateurs say the city’s

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affection for local products 
is key to its culinaiy appeal. 

Downtown, a couple of 
blocks away from bustling 
Spring Garden Road, is Mor¬ 
ris East. The small but styl¬ 
ish restaurant serves up 
gourmet, thin-crust pizzas 


and boasts what it says is 
the city’s only real wood- 
fired oven. The oven came 
from Naples; its chef hails 
from Halifax. 

“A lot of people are veiy 
concerned about where 
their food is coming from,” 
says Lauren Marshall, who 
has whipped up a vegetari¬ 
an dish for the Savour show 
that features handmade 
pasta, local veggies and No¬ 
va Scotia cheese. 

Tucked away in the 
north end is Chez Tess 
Creperie, offering sweet 
and savouiy crepes served 
with Annapolis Valley cider. 
On historic Barrington 
Street sits Chives Canadian 
Bistro, known for its eclec¬ 
tic menu that favours local 
food producers. 

And, of course, there’s 
no shortage of seafood — 
with a twist. Spots like Fid 
Resto on Dresden Row 
serve up seared Atlantic 
salmon with pickled plums 
and poutine made with 
fresh Nova Scotia lobster. 

Lyall says it’s only in re¬ 
cent years that Destination 
Halifax began considering 
dining out as more than a 
basic travel need, but as a 
tourism draw. 

She admits being initial¬ 
ly surprised by the diversity 
and expertise the city has to 
offer. Now, Lyall believes 
Halifax can “punch above 
its weight” and compete 
with any cosmopolitan city. 

McGuinness agrees. 

“The old perception of it 
being a sleepy fishing vil¬ 
lage, that’s long gone.”

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In New York fashion 

O Exhibit looks back at 50 years of fashion design in North America 


Paris has its scarves and 
skinny suits, Milan has its 
luxe leather and London 
its swinging miniskirts, 
but ask American design¬ 
ers what they’ve added to 
fashion and the collective 
answer is democracy, from 
wrap dresses worn by 
working women in the 
1970s to a dress worn by 
the first lady. 

The Council of Fashion 
Designers of America, in 
honour of its 50th anniver¬ 
sary this year, asked its 
membership, which in¬ 
cludes president Diane von 
Furstenberg, Marc Jacobs, 
Sean Combs and Michael 
Kors, to craft their own 
“impact statements” and 
choose outfits and photos 
they feel best represent 
their signature styles for a 
new exhibit opening Satur¬ 
day at the Museum at FIT 
in Manhattan. 

There are 80 outfits on 


display in the show, called 
Impact: 50 Years of the 
CFDA, but the works of 
450 designers are repre¬ 
sented in a multimedia 
display and a companion 
book. 

“There is something 
magical about the way this 
group was founded back in 
1962, in a small room off 
of Seventh Avenue. 

“It was the brain trust of 
20 passionate designers 
who were motivated to 
create a safe haven for the 
members of their commu¬ 
nity. 

“They sought to protect 
and promote their own,” 
von Furstenberg writes in 
the book. 

Von Furstenberg lent to 
the museum one of her 
original wrap dresses from 
the 1970s, a s 5 mibol of the 
working-women’s move¬ 
ment, while Oscar de la 
Renta, a former CFDA pres¬ 


ident, offered up a gown, 
accented in neon, from his 
current spring collection. 
(De la Renta always says 
his newest designs are his 
most important.) 

A surprise came from 
Maiy-Kate and Ashley 
Olsen in talking about 
their contribution, said Pa¬ 
tricia Mears, museum 
deputy director and cura¬ 
tor. 

They didn’t note their 
celebrity or even the acco¬ 
lades earned by their col¬ 
lection The Row, instead 
saying they were most 
proud of a commitment to 
manufacturing in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

“Impact in America is 
interpreted a lot of ways. It 
has a lot of diversity. It 
could be making things af¬ 
fordable, it could be quali¬ 
ty like haute couture,” said 
Mears.

“These places thrive and 
survive off of contributions 
from volunteers and in¬ 
terns.

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Narrowing the field 

O Many factors in play when choosing camp for kids

With no shortage of camps 
to choose from in the Ed¬ 
monton area, there are a 
few things parents should 
keep in mind to help make 
the decision process easier 
when picking out a camp 
for their kids. 

First and foremost, find¬ 
ing a camp that corre¬ 
sponds with a child’s 
interests will help narrow 
the list of possibilities. 

“If you keep the inter¬ 
ests of your child in mind, 
there’s definitely going to 
be something for every¬ 
one,” says Meghan Collins, 
a partner in the Halifax 
website, hrmparent.ca. 

As children get older, it 
is important to involve 
them in the decision-mak¬ 
ing process as well, espe¬ 
cially given that camps 
will be taking place when 
it is a holiday for them. 

Price is a determining 
factor and parents should 
also see if there are any ad¬ 
ditional fees, such as early 
and late pick-up charges. 

“What are you getting 
for the cost?” asks Trever 
Turner, the recreation pro¬ 
grammer at NAIT. “Is it a 
full-day camp or is it a half¬ 
day camp?” 

Timing is another im¬ 
portant consideration and 
parents should look for a 
camp that has a schedule 


similar to what their chil¬ 
dren are used to. 

“If it’s completely differ¬ 
ent from what their day¬ 
time schedule is normally 
like, that could be pretty 
exhausting for them and 
take away from the fun of 
the situation,” says Collins. 

Other factors that 
might be worth consider¬ 
ing are what camps a 
child’s friends are going to 
since it might make cer¬ 
tain camps more (or less) 
appealing. It could also 
help make transportation 
to and from easier as it 
opens up the possibility of 
carpooling. 

Before making a final 
decision, parents should 
do a little research about 
the training and screening 
programs in place for 


camp staff. Do staff have 
CPR training? What about 
first-aid training? Have 
they had criminal back¬ 
ground checks done? 

Parents should also ex¬ 
amine the program sched¬ 
ule and see if the activities 
are age appropriate, 
whether there is some 
flexibility in what the chil¬ 
dren can do, and whether 
the program has a good 
amount of variety. 

“I don’t think you want 
to do the same activity 
eveiy day,” Turner says. 

“For example, if our 
kids are in the g 3 mi three 
times a week, I stress to 
the counsellors that we 
don’t want to be doing the 
same activities in the gym 
each time because the kids 
will get bored.”

It makes sense to Ales 
Hemsky. 

If the veteran forward is 
going to stay with the Ed¬ 
monton Oilers rather than 
test the free-agent market 
this summer, it would 
have to be on a long-term 
contract. 

The question is, will it 
make sense for the Oilers? 

If not, Edmonton gener¬ 
al manager Steve Tambelli- 
ni could look at trading 
Hemsky by the Feb. 27 
trade deadline rather than 
risk losing him for nothing 
when he becomes an unre¬ 
stricted free agent July 1. 

Expect an answer in the 
next 14 days. 

“I think it’s important 
for everybody,” Hemsky 
said when asked if a long¬ 
term deal is important to 
him. “It’s your life. The se¬ 
curity you can have sign¬ 
ing a long-term deal, that’s 
probably the best option 
you can do. 

“I’ve been here for a 
long time, for 10 years, 
and worked hard to be¬ 
come a free agent.” 

Hemsky, 28, has played 
eveiy one of his 532 regu¬ 
lar-season games with the 
Oilers since being drafted 
13th overall in 2001. He’s 
in the final year of a six- 
year contract that pays 
him $5 million US this sea¬ 
son. 

What makes sense for 
Hemsky, if he’s not going 
to take advantage of lever¬ 
age as an unrestricted free 


agent, is a long-term deal. 
What role Hemsky will 
have on a roster laden 
with young talent like Tay¬ 
lor Hall, Jordan Eberle and 
Ryan Nugent-Hopkins is al¬ 
so a prime consideration. 

“If you want to stay 
here, you want to know 
what kind of role you will 
have and where you fit,” 
Hemsky said as the team 
prepared to host the 
Toronto Maple Leafs on 


Wednesday. 

“You can’t just stay here 
if you will be on the fourth 
line or third line. It’s got to 
make sense for me, too, in 
the end. I’d like it to make 
sense for both sides, but, 
in the end, for me it’s got 
to make sense, too.” 

With 419 points in his 
532 games, plus 17 more 
in 30 playoff games, Hem¬ 
sky is undoubtedly a gifted 
offensive talent. The ques¬ 


tion with Hemsky in re¬ 
cent years has been his 
durability. 

Shoulder injuries and 
subsequent surgery limit¬ 
ed him to 47 games last 
season and 22 in 2009-10. 
Recovering from surgeiy 
last spring, Hemsky has 
missed 13 of Edmonton’s 
55 games this season. 
Might the Oilers prefer a 
shorter term than what 
Hemsky wants? 


“We’ve spoken with 
Ales’ agent for quite some 
time,” Tambellini said 
Tuesday. “I mean, last year 
he missed a significant 
amount of time. He re- 
habbed well. We spoke 
over the summer. We’ve 
had recent conversations. 

“I would expect to have, 
you know, probably more 
conversations up until 
closer to the deadline.”

Messam signs with Dolphins: Source 


Jerome Messam is now a 
member of the Miami Dol¬ 
phins. 

A CEL source requesting 
anon 5 miity said the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos tailback 
signed a multi-year con¬ 
tract with the NET’S Miami 
Dolphins on Tuesday. 

Reports late Saturday 
said the CFL’s outstanding 
Canadian last year signed 
with Miami. However, 
hours later a league source 
confirmed that while Mes¬ 
sam had a copy of the con¬ 
tract in his possession, he 
hadn’t signed it and was in¬ 
stead going through it. 

That left the 26-year-old 


Messam technically still 
under contract with the Es¬ 
kimos. However, he was in 
the option year of his CEL 
deal and had until Thurs¬ 
day to sign with an NFL 
club. 

Messam was one of the 
few remaining CEL players 
still with a window to sign 
NFL deals while in their op¬ 
tion as he signed his pres¬ 
ent deal prior to the CFL’s 
latest collective bargaining 
agreement in 2010. That 
deal called for the option 
window to be eliminated 
following Februaiy 2012. 

Financial details of the 
three-year deal — includ¬ 


ing any potential signing 
bonus — weren’t immedi¬ 
ately available. But the NFL 
rookie minimum salaiy in 
2012 will be $390,000 US, 
which is significantly more 
than what Messam would 
make this season in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Messam enjoyed a ban¬ 
ner 2011 campaign with 
Edmonton, becoming the 
first Canadian since 2000 
to crack the 1,000-yard 
rushing plateau. The six- 
foot-three, 245-pound 
Toronto native, who grew 
up in Brampton, Ont., ran 
for 1,057 yards and was 
named the CFL’s outstand¬ 


ing Canadian as well as a 
league all-star. 

Messam’s season ended 
in the West Division semifi¬ 
nal when he suffered a tom 
meniscus in his knee that 
required surgeiy. 

Edmonton acquired 
Messam from the B.C. Li¬ 
ons prior to the start of the 
2011 season for a 2013 
fifth-round selection. 

Despite his immense tal¬ 
ent, Messam wore out his 
welcome in Vancouver due 
to a series of transgressions 
that culminated in a sus¬ 
pension by the CEL team 
prior to being dealt to Ed¬ 
monton. 


In 2010, he broke for¬ 
mer Lions teammate Paris 
Jackson’s jaw in a dressing- 
room fight and received a 
suspended sentence and 
fine for an altercation in a 
London, Ont., nightclub. 

But Messam took full ad¬ 
vantage of his second 
chance with Edmonton un¬ 
der first-year head coach 
Kavis Reed. If Messam signs 
with Miami, his departure 
means the Eskimos have to 
open the 2012 season with 
neither Messam nor quar¬ 
terback Ricky Ray, who was 
dealt to the Toronto Arg¬ 
onauts earlier this offsea¬ 
son.

The concrete jungle is be¬ 
coming increasingly 

tougher to navigate. The 
streets are clogged, parking 
fees are ridiculous and fuel 
is far from cheap. 

Survival demands a min¬ 
imalist transportation mod¬ 
ule with maximum space 


for people and cargo. For 
both urbanites and subur¬ 
banites, the Chevrolet 
Spark is on its way. 

Chevrolet has been the 
recipient of numerous acco¬ 
lades lately for its compact 
and sub-compact brands. 

The one-year-old Cruze 


has been a huge hit and it 
appears that the newly re¬ 
leased Sonic sedan and 
hatchback will follow the 
same course for 2012. 

And with a growing list 
of recently released com¬ 
petitors, it seems as though 
North Americans are begin¬ 


ning to embrace fuel effi¬ 
ciency and a smaller foot¬ 
print as a way of life. 

The Spark hatchback’s 
niid-2012 arrival serves to 
add fuel to the sub-compact 
fire. Versions of this Korea- 
built four-door hatchback 
have been buzzing around 


the streets of Europe, Asia, 
South America, Australia 
and Mexico for a few years. 
Now it’s our turn. In the 
near future, the Spark 
could veiy well be the envy 
of competitors such as the 
Smart Fortwo, Scion iQ, Fiat 
500 and Mini Cooper. 


Engine 

In keeping with the Spark’s modest 
transportation role, the standard pow- 
erplant is a 1.2-litre four-cylinder that 
generates an equally modest 85 horse¬ 
power and 82 pound-feet of torque. 

That’s obviously not a lot, but 
wrapped in a small 1,045-kilogram ve¬ 
hicle built for urban commuting with 
short-lived jaunts at highway speeds, 
it’ll do just fine. 


Four doors, not two 

The Spark’s secret, it seems, involves getting the most room out 
of the least amount of space. Its upright body offers generous 
door openings for easy access and plenty of headroom for four 
adult passengers. 

Chevrolet has crafted a neatly designed exterior, highlighted 
by bulging fenders containing wheels that have been pushed out 
to each side for the sake of stability and passenger room. And as 
with the larger Sonic hatchback, the rear door handles have 
been integrated as part of the window frame, giving the car a 
two-door appearance, which is all the rage these days. 


Stowage 

The car is nearly 15 centimetres 
taller than a Mini Cooper. In other 
aspects the Spark is slightly shorter 
overall and there’s less distance be¬ 
tween the front and rear wheels 
than the Mini. 

You also won’t find much stowage 
area in back, but enlarging the space 
for life’s bulky stuff is just a split¬ 
folding-rear-bench away.

Reboot is the key word 

O The Kia Rio is no longer one of the cheapest cars on the road, 
but in this day and age that’s not where the money is

T O understand the 
philosophy of a 
clean-sheet design, 
you need a clean- 
sheet brain. 

You need to think with 
logic and an open mind 
and not have any precon¬ 
ceived notions ... of any¬ 
thing. A reboot, if you will. 

It begins with the no¬ 
tion that, for a given 
amount of money, you 
would rather have a loaded 
up small car than a bigger 
car that’s missing a bunch 
of stuff. Kind of like having 
a glass of fine pinot noir 
over a pitcher of flat beer. 

OK, that’s according to 
Kia, but it also means 
you’ll likely spend less 
money on gas because a 
smaller package also 
means a smaller, more effi¬ 
cient engine. 

But who the heck has a 
car like that? Five years 
ago, the answer would 
have been almost no one. 
Leather and navigation in 
a small car? A thoughtful, 
well detailed and tasteful 
interior in a small car? 
Hey, aren’t small cars 
cheap and empty tin cans 
painted with a roller? 

Today, it’s even more 
unheard of that Kia has a 
loaded up small car, and a 
handsome four-door sedan 
at that. We’re just as sur¬ 
prised as you are. 

Reboot. 

It’s a whole new game 
now. Make that a hockey 
game as the Kia Rio sedan 


circling the ice at a 
Phoenix Coyotes-Detroit 
Redwings NHL game in 
Phoenix is as rare as, well 
... ice hockey in Phoenix. 
Grey and glimmering un¬ 
der the laser-beam-harsh 
arena lights during the sec¬ 
ond-period intermission, 
for whatever media stunt, 
it’s perfectly proportioned, 
flab-free and dare we say, 
plenty fancy. And appar¬ 
ently good on ice. 

Compared to the cur¬ 
rent hatchback model, the 
sedan is a touch longer (it 
has to be so the sloped 
sedan roof doesn’t bonk 
rear passengers on top of 
the head) and it sports a 
sleeker, more elegant and 
formal nose with chrome 
dressing. The rest of the 
car is similar to the hatch¬ 
back, including that tidy 
and well-detailed interior. 

Oh, and smooth, comfy 
and pretty quiet, too. 
Speedy? Not really with 
138 horsepower, but with 
the optional six-speed au¬ 
tomatic transmission (a 
six-speed manual is stan¬ 
dard) it cruises on the free¬ 
way with ridiculous ease 
while pulling down decent 
economy. Kia reports 4.9 
1/100 km while “Idle Stop 
Go,” which automatically 
shuts down the engine 
when the Rio is stopped in 
traffic, helps bring city 
economy to a claimed 6.6 
1/100 km with the manual 
transmission and 6.8 with 
the automatic. 

How did all this happen. 

Well, it seems to come 
down to some key people 
with serious pull. Kia me¬ 


dia-relations staff are quick 
to coo Peter Schreyer’s 
name around the dinner 
table with the same ecsta- 
cy that comes from savour¬ 
ing the first sip of a frosty 
beverage on a hot Phoenix 
afternoon. Honestly, be¬ 
fore the Kia Optima in par¬ 
ticular, Mr. Schreyer was 
not exactly a household 
name in North America. 


Straight from Audi’s de¬ 
sign studios in 2006, he’s 
now Kia’s style master and 
a fine one he is. His Opti¬ 
ma sedan is gorgeous. His 
Sportage tall wagon is 
Chuck Norris assertive, 
even without the Texas 
Ranger stetson. And the 
Rio makes the Zamboni at 
the hockey game look like 
the box the Zamboni came

in; and even smoother 
than the backhand 
shootout goal to end the 
game 3-2 for Detroit. 

Most significant is that 
for about $23,500, includ¬ 
ing destination fees, you’ll 
get a Rio that’s loaded up 
with navigation, backup 
camera, leather seats 
(heated in front), power 
tilting sunroof and 17-inch 
alloy wheels. Even metal 
sport pedals and a cooling 


glove box. 

It’s really a bargain, but 
if you don’t want all that, 
the base car starts at 
$15,600 and still includes 
four-wheel disc brakes, 
power heated mirrors and 
a USB jack for your 
portable jukebox (Apple 
iPod). 

It could really just be a 
new Rio for a new time, 
but it’s also a new Kia, too. 

Reboot.

O Writer Justin Pritchard puts his own car, a 1993 Toyota MR2, to the test for a review

In 19931 was an 11-year-old 
aspiring car-nerd. I had a lot 
of car posters on my bed¬ 
room wall. 

About four years back, I 
decided to buy a car from 
one of those posters. 

The Toyota MR2 GTS 
made the most sense. 
They’re fairly reliable, af¬ 
fordable, and easy to find 
replacement parts for. 

I shelled out $7,500 to an 
importer and picked up my 
new baby a few weeks later. 

The MR2’s engine is in 
the middle, hence the MR2 
name that references its 
“mid-rear, two-wheel drive” 
layout. 

Said engine is a two-htre 
turbocharged four-cylinder. 
Nothing too fancy. Stock 
output in Japan was 225 


horsepower — and since 
the 3S GTE engine is tur¬ 
bocharged, you can make 
more ponies on the cheap. 

I applied some upgrades 
to dial up the power — in¬ 
cluding a bigger tur¬ 
bocharger, intake, 

intercooler and custom 3- 
inch exhaust that I helped 
weld together myself 

End result? The little 
beast now gurgles to life 
with a loud drone that pen¬ 
etrates into nearby build¬ 
ings and goes hke all hell 
when opened up — after a 
good moment or two worth 
of turbo lag. 

Horsepower? No idea. 
But probably about 300. 
Yea, this little thing rips. It’s 
good on gas, too — on ac¬ 
count of it being veiy light 
and aerod 3 mamic. 

Inside, leather seats 
flank a tall centre console

with a five-speed shifter in 
the middle. The instrument 
cluster is simple and there 
are power windows, air 
conditioning, and automat¬ 
ic chmate control, too. 

It’s a squeeze to get in 
and out — and boarding 
the MR2 ends with pulling 


the steering wheel into 
your lap. You wear this car. 

The stereo is shot, the 
bezel around it is falling off, 
and the driver’s-side win¬ 
dow squeaks like a stuck 
pig when you roll it up. 

I don’t care, though. It all 
adds character, and puts 


newer cars in perspective. It 
also calls to mind a time 
when Toyota was serious 
about performance cars. 

Handling is a bit wacky. 
The MR2 generates lots of 
rear-end grip for getting off 
the line and accelerating 
early out of comers. But the 


front is nearly too light. 
Steering is relatively quick, 
but it all feels a bit loose 
and strange compared to 
something with the weight 
of an engine up front. 

Get it right, and it’s like 
driving a go-kart. Get it 
wrong, and the MR2 will 
likely plow into whatever is 
ahead of it, or park itself 
backwards in the ditch on 
the other side of the road. 

But even driven gently, 
the MR2 is a pleasure. Peo¬ 
ple give it the thumbs up. It 
looks fantastic. And you 
don’t see them eveiywhere. 
That’s probably thanks to 
the hopelessly impractical 
nature of this machine. 

But shiny new and high- 
tech or not, my less-than 
perfect MR2 is still one of 
the coolest cars I’ve ever 
driven — brand new or oth¬ 
erwise. 


License to thrill 


Today’s high-performing 
cars are quicker, more 
sensible and easier to use 
than ever. Zero-to-60 in 
five seconds used to be 
Ferrari and Lamborghini 
territoiy.

Tuition includes your 
hotel, meals, race track 
access, and a fleet of in¬ 
structors to tie it all to¬ 
gether. Oh, and you get to 
drive a whole whack of 
AMG cars that you don’t 
own. 

Various performance 
driving exercises are 
demonstrated, developed, 
and practiced extensively. 
Students perform every 
exercise in every car — 
enabling them to sense 
the differences between 
various AMG models. 


The “every driver, eveiy 
car” approach also rein¬ 
forces that the driver’s 
skill, not the car alone, is 
key for performance mo¬ 
toring. 

Gontinual feedback is 
offered by the instructors, 
allowing students to fine- 
tune their new skills.
